City Service Director Frank K. Wilson today signed a contract 
with the Chester Engineering Co. of Pittsburgh for development 
of a long-range water supply program here. 
Wilson, who had been authorized by council to negotiate a con­ 
tract with whomever he deemed qualified, signed this morning 
after reporting to council at last night’s meeting. 
Terms of the contract are three-fold, including a basic percent­ 
age engineering fee varying from seven down to 5.5 percent of the 
total cost of the project (depending on the size) and also including 
urovisions for payment of resident engineering fees not to ex ceed 
$30,000 and a fee for securing and locating right-of-ways, not to 
ex ceed $9,000. 
The contract provides that the 
analytical report of the entire 
Salem water picture be begun 
at once and completed by Oct. 31, 
1949. 
As to an actual breakdown of 
the cost to the city, the terms 
stipulate the percentages accord­ 
ing to the amount of the entire 
project as finally adopted. 
If the cost is between $250,000 
and $500,000, the basic engineer­ 
ing fee is to be seven percent. 
From $500,000 to $750,000 the fee 
declines to six percent. 
From $750,000 to $1,000.000 the 
fee would be 5.75 percent and 
above one million it would cost 
5.5 percent for the engineering. 
One Estimate 
It has been estimated, unoffi­ 
cially, that the Salem project, if 
a surface 
supply 
is 
adopted, 
would run about $800,000, which 
would mean the basic fee under 
this contract would be approx i­ 
mately $46,000.

When everything else has been said about the 
British-Argentine trade agreement, the argument 
boils down to this: 
. 
Argentina has been look ing for a mark et for 
its meat: 
Britain is acutely short of meat. 
So 
Britons, who must find a mark et for their fabri­ 
cated products, are interested in Argentina, which 
wants such products. Britain and Argentina have 
been driven into each other’s arms by necessity. 
The reason Argentina can’t buy from the 
United States is because there is only a limited 
mark et here for Argentine meat. Or to say it more 
bluntly, the United States limits imports of A r­ 
gentine meat in order to protect its own meat pro­ 
ducers. Therefore, Argentina is unable to get the 
foreign exchange credits with which to buy United 
States automobiles, heavy machinery, light m a­ 
chinery and so on. 
In the same way, Britian is having a hard time 
getting foreign exchange credita with which to buy 
United States products, and for the same reason 
the United States is In competition with British 
manufacturers. But the British cannot produce 
enough meat, and the Argentine can’t produce 
enough machinery. So Britian and Argentina, both 
under a form of economic dictatorship, have got 
together on a trade agreement. It’s as neat and con­ 
cise a demonstration of what happens when free 
trade doesn’t work as ever appeared in a textbook .

Whdr* Ideas Come From 
The annual conference of governors has de­ 
veloped into one of politics’ major exhibitions This 
week ’s meeting at Colorado Springs will mak e 
news. 
Chi display are not only the men lik eliest to 
be trapped for higher honors in the U. S. Senate 
and the White House but the ideas lik elies to win 
votes and influence people. 
And among the ideas thia year, as in the last 
aeveral years, is a strong and prevailing convic­ 
tion among the governors that the tax system of 
the United» States must be revamped. 
The governors share the problem of satis­ 
fying state needs and satisfying local demands 
with what is left of taxable resources after the 
federal government has tak en its cut of tax rev­ 
enue 
They k now from hard experience that they 
eannot hope to appease money-hungry minorities 
with what they can scrape together in their state*. 
Thia is true despite the fact the budget of New- 
York state now has passed a billion dollars and 
the budgets of Other populous states are higher 
than the budget of the United States was just 
before World War I. 
The states, in other words, are the first poli­ 
tical units to learn what happens when govern­ 
ment trie« to support the people and the people 
no longer can support the government. Without 
exception, the states have used up their wartime 
surpluses and are being badgered for more funds 
than they could raise without going into direct 
competition with Washington for the lion's share 
of tax income. They have learned the hard way 
to be sk eptical about federal grant« in aid. 
These are the problems 
the governors will 
tack le earnestly at Colorado Springs. They are 
the problems the governors have been dealing with 
for the last several years, without results so for. 
A new angle in national politics may emerge from 
a governors’ conference one day soon—the possi­ 
bilities of a presidential campaign based on less 
q pendmg. not more spending.

WASHINGTON, June 22—This 
is the story of a big, sloppy, 
sprawly giant called the govern 
ment. 
And it explains how President 
Truman just got a new room from 
congress to tidy up the giant. 
Ever since its birth in the 18th 
century, the government has been 
getting too big for its britches: 
An agency here doing more or 
less the same k ind of work being 
done by an agency there; an agen- 
by spring up under one dep art­ 
ment when it belongs inside an­ 
other; a lot of people doing prac­ 
tically the same work a lot of 
other people were doing. 
All this became pretty obvious. 
As long ago as 19 12 President 
William Howard 
Taft sent an 
overhaul plan to congress. Even­ 
tually, congress acted on some of 
it. Meantime, the giant got big­ 
ger. 


President Taft’s reorganization 
plan was the first. Other Presi­ 
dents after him had plans, p ar­ 
ticularly President Roosevelt. 
Some were ok ayed by congress. 
Still, the government grew bigger 
till it bulged. 
Finally, about two years ago 
congress decided expert help was 
needed to study the whole gov­ 
ernment set-up and suggest ways 
of pulling the loose ends togeth­ 
er, lopping off fat, and mak ing 
the whole thing more businesslik e 
and cheaper to run. 
It set up a 12-man commission, 
helped by a big staff of experts 
and headed by former President 
Hoover. A few months ago this 
Hoover commission began turn­ 
ing out its reports and recommen­ 
dations, 18 in all. President Tru­ 
man was all for them. 
' 
It was clear that, if the job 
was going to be done, congress 
would have to give Truman a 
pretty free hand and its blessing. 
Months passed in arguments in 
congress. 
But yesterday, congress voted 
Truman power to reorganize, or 
overhaul, the whole 
executive 
branch of the government. 
This didn't give him any pow­ 
er 
to juggle 
the

branches: The legislative (con 
grew) and the judiciary (courts).

The President will send a num­ 
ber of reorganization 
plans 
to 
congress. He won’t try to do the 
whole reorganization job in one 
plan or even in one year. Some 
plans now, some next year. 
This will mean 
eliminating 
some agencies, combining others 
whose work 
overlaps, shifting 
others around to mak e them more 
useful, and, at the same time, cut 
down the expense of running the 
government. 
Truman won’t have a complete­ 
ly free hand. Before he can put 
any plan into effect, he must sub­ 
mit it to congress. If, at the end of 
60 days, congress has done noth­ 
ing to block the plan, he can go 
ahead with it. Cbngress can block 
him in two ways only. These 
would come about: 
1. If congress q uits for the year 
within the 60-days after a plan 
has been submitted to it. For ex­ 
ample: If Truman offers a plan 
to congress next Monday and con­ 
gress q uits befora the end of 60 
days after Monday,

PROFITS REMAIN 
HIGH THIS YEAR 


WASHINGTON, 
June 
22— 
(AP) — Corporation profit mar­ 
gins for the first quarter of 1949 
were below 1948 levels, but "still 
high, relative to earlier prosper­ 
ous periods." 
Reporting this today, the Fed­ 
eral Reserve 
Bulletin 
defined 
profit margins as "the ratios of 
profits, before taxes, to sales." 
Corporate profits in 1948 after 
taxes were about 10 
per 
cent 
above 1947 and at the highest 
level on record, the board publi­ 
cation said. 
It found these trends: 
1. Almost all the profit 
in­ 
creases in 1948 occurred in manu­ 
facturing, and then only among 
“the very largest" companies. 
2. Small 
and 
medium-sized 
companies, whose profits had 
shown the greatest relative in­ 
creases in the war and earlier 
postwar years, “were already ex­ 
periencing sharp drops in profits 
in 1948.* 
Profits—after taxes — of man­ 
ufacturing 
concerns with assets 
under $5,000,000 declined 20 per 
cent for 1947 to 1948 while those 
of concerns with assets of $100,- 
000,000 or more rose nearly 50 
per cent, said the Bulletin. 
In the first quarter of 1949, the 
article said, profits of 
“larger" 
manufacturing companies were 
about 15 per cent below fourth 
quarter 1948 figures and "only 
rbout ten per cent larger" than 
in last year’s first quarter.

So badly was the town battered 
from ground and air that there 
was talk of leaving it, ruined and 
emp ty, as an eternal monument 
of the war—and the p rice of war. 
But the p eop le of St. Lo wanted 
to come home, and they did. 
Help ed by American generosity, 
they have made an astonishing 
recovery. Most of the rubble has 
been cleared. Entire sections have 
been rebuilt. 
We stood in a churchyard there 
one Sunday recently—a group 
of former war corresp ondents— 
before a bronze bust erected to 
the memory of Maj. Thomas 
Howie, the “Major of St. Lo.” 


Huivi« had wanted to be the 
first man into the town. After 
he fell in action, troop s of the 
29th infantry division carried out 
his wish. They took his flag 
drap ed body along with the en­ 
tering task force, and laid it in 
honor by the church. 
As we stood there reminiscing 
an eerie wail sp lit the air—the 
scream of an air raid siren. In­ 
stinctively we started to duck for 
a ditch. Then, sheep ishly, we 
realized the siren was only sig­ 
nalling the noon hour. 
But as long as it sounds—and 
the monument to Major Howie 
stands—the p eop le of St. Lo will 
remember the war every day
